y lexcia. We have been Enabled to Diſcover ſome of thoſe 
a many Miſcarriages which have Diſappointed the Hopes 
Your Majeſty, and all Europe, juſtly Conceiv'd from the Reſolutions of Your Parlia- 
ments; And had they been Purſued with as much Care by thoſe whom Your Majeſty 
 Intruſted, as they were taken with Zeal and good Affection, the Succels, by the 
Bleſſing of God, might have Anſwer'd thoſe Expectations. 

When we Conſider how generouſly Your Majeſty Engaged in this War for Aſfert- 
ing the Liberties of Europe, and the Rights ot the Houſe of Auſtria to the SH 
Monarchy, which had been Wreſted from them by the Artifices and U ſurpations of the 
French King, when a Prince of that Illuſtrious Family came to Your Majeſt; tor Ra- 
fuge againſt Oppreſſion, and that Your Majeſty had Received him into Your ! ro— 
tection, Mov'd thereunto not only by Your Own innate Goodneſs, but by che Voice 
of Your People tco, who were ready to Sacrifice their Lives and Treaſure for the. 
Support of Your Majeſty in the Defence of ſo Righteous a Cauſe ; And when we 
further Conſider what would have been the Happy Fruits of a Succeisful War in 
Spain, the Honour of Your Majeſty, the Safety, Wealth, and Proſperity of Your Own 
Dominions, and the Laſting Peace of Europe; we are Aſtoniſſid to find, that any 
Employ'd by Your Majeſty ſhould Contribute co the Dilappointment of to Glorious 
a Deſign, or ſo much as Neglect ro Promote it. | 
We were extremely Surpriz'd to find, by all the Accounts now before us, That of 
the 29395 Men given by Parliament for the Service of the War in Spazz, there 
ſhould be prefent in Hain at the time of the Battle of Almauæa only 13759. 

However the Earl of Galway, who Commanded Your Majefties Troops at that time 
in Spain, may have deſerv'd to be Cenſur'd in other reſpects, we cannot Charge him 
with ”

For whatever Defects there have been, theſe are moſt. of them juſtly to be 
imputed to thoſe who had the Management of Your Majeſties Affairs here, whote Duty 
it was to give the Neceſſary Orders, and to require the due Execution of them, tor 
a Service which the Nation had ſo much at Heart, as the Recovering Spain Git of 
the Hands of the French. | 

And therefore, whatever the Reaſons may have been for reckoning the Regiments 
of Hotham and Nil twice in the Eſtimate preſented to the Houſe dt Commons; yet 
fince the Number of Men demanded for that Year's Service was readily Agreed to by 
them, we could not but be of Opinion, That the Two Regiments upon ine Spaniſh 
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5 Eftablſhmeat, twice Demanded, and Provided for by Parliament, were not Supply'd 
as they ought to have been. : „

And yet Negligence, and the Profuſion of Vaſt Sums of Money given by Parlia- 
ment, are not the only Faults we have to Lay before Your V We beg Leave 
to add that Unaccountable Advice given at Valencia, for an Offenfive War at that 
time in Spain, and Approv'd of here, notwithſtanding it was well known how few 
Troops we had in Spain, even with the Addition of thoſe ſent with the Earl Rivers, 
and the fatal Battle of Almanza that enſued, the Steps that led to it, and the fad Con- 
ſequences that attended it, under which we ſtil Labour. W 
The Earl of Gallway, Lord Tyrawly, and General Stanbope, inſiſting in a Gonfe- 
rence held at Valencia ſometime in Fanwuary, 1705. in the preſence of the King of Spain; 
and Your Majeſties Name being uſed in Maintenance of their Opinion, for an Offen- 
five War, contrary to the King of Spain's Opinion, and that of all the General Of- 
ficers, and Publick Miniſters there (except the Marqueſs Das Minas) and that Opini- 
on of the Earl of Gallmay, Lord Tyrawly and General Srazhope, being purſued in the 
Operations of the following Campaign, was the unhappy Occaſion of the Battle of 
Almanza, and one great Cauſe of our Misfortunes in Spain, and of the Dilappoint- 
ments of the Duke of Savoy's Expedition before Thoulon, Concerted with Your Ma- 
jeſty.

| And it appears by the Earl of Sunderland Letters, That the Carrying on the War Of- 
fenſively in Spain, was Approv'd and Directed by the Miniſters, notwithſtanding the 
Defign of Attempting Ihoalon, which the Miniſters at that time knew was 
Concerted wich the Duke of Savoy; And therefore are juſtly to be blam d for Con- 
tributing to all our Misfortunes in Spain, and to the Diſappointment of the Expe- 
dition againſt Thoulon, „ eee 
Before we Conclude this bumble Addreſs to Your Majeſty, we think our felves 
oblig d to acquaint Your Majeſty, That as the Earl of Galway has, in yielding the Poſt 
of Your Majeſties Troops to the Portugeſe in Spain, acted contrary to the Honour of 
the Imperial Crowa of Great Britain, ſo we find the Earl of Peterborom, during the 
Time he had the Honour of Commanding the Army in Spain, did pertorm many Great 
and Eminent Services, and if the Opinion he gave in the Council of War at Valencia, 
had been followed, it might very probably have prevented the Misfortunes that have 
'Y ſince happen'd in Spain. | ORR FO de det
